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Modern “Satan Worship”

ONE of the most disturbing and 

significant phases of the pres- 
ent social situation is to be found 
in the modern wave of “Satan 
Worship”. 


Although the hideous practices and 
indulgences of these diabolical cultists 
are usually carried on under cover, and 
in great secrecy, they are coming to be 
recognized increasingly as_ direct 
threats to the moral foundations of 
civilized society. 

I recently talked with a man active 
in the law enforcement agencies of a 
large western city. He told me, with 
much concern, of the problem confront- 
ing the police in the form of organized 
cults of “Lucifer Worshippers”. From 
the standpoint of the police, the sacri- 
lege and blasphemy, involved in the 
rituals of these cults, is not a matter 
of official cognizance. It is the gross 
and wholesale orgiastic immorality, 
committed in connection with the wor- 
ship of Satan, that primarily concerns 
officers sworn to enforce the laws of 
civilized society. 


Demonism Revived 


The cults of Satan worshippers in- 
clude many men and women of educa- 
tion, wealth, and social position. The 
task of the police in tracking down and 
prosecuting those who, today, practice 
the immoralities and vices of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, as a part of the sacrile- 
gious rites of Lucifer worship, is made 
doubly hard by their money, political 
power, and social prestige. 


My informant told me that cults of 
Satanism flourish in numerous cities. 
Law enforcement agencies in many 
parts of the nation are exercized over 
these deep-seated sources of pollution 
of the moral and social life of America. 


To convey some understanding of 
the nature and extent of Satan worship 


in our nation, my friend showed me a 
most arresting expose contained in the 
March, 1937, number of Real Detective 
Magazine. This periodical, with a 
nation-wide circulation, is devoted to 
actual crime cases and problems of 
the police. 


However, portions of the expose of 
the cults of Satanism are of interest to 
Christians for the light they shed upon 
the aproach of Antichrist. The rise of 
Lucifer worship, the modern emer- 
gence of the conditions of unutterable 
corruption characteristic of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, the return of the evil state 
of affairs prevailing during the “days 
of Noah”—all these are infallible in- 
dications of the times in which we live. 


The article, involving an extended 
discussion of Satanism, is written by 
Jane Franklin, and deals largely with 
the Satanic cult as it flourishes in New 
York City. To quote directly: “These 
New York Satanists, as they call them- 
selves, are of mature age. They flour- 
ish right in the heart of the bigggest, 
the wealthiest, and supposedly, the 
most cultured surroundings on earth, 
practicing their weird rites and seek- 
ing their revolting thrills in the age- 
old worship of the Evil One, almost 
within the shadows of New York’s most 
beautiful and inspiring churches. .. .” 


According to Miss Franklin, salient 
facts regarding rampant Satanism 
were revealed, before her tragic death, 
by Alma Rubens, a film actress who be- 
came a victim of the narcotic habit. 
Miss Franklin adduces direct quota- 
tions from the notes of Miss Rubens, 
revealing the depths of degradation 
which she had discovered in the great 
metropolis. 


Sophisticated Degenerates 


The article reveals, “Devil worship, 
with its unholy rites of shame, has been 
followed for years in greatest secrecy 
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by a thrill-jaded coterie of New York’s 
ultra sophisticates! ... And yet, New 
York is not alone in the current cult 
plague. Not only Satan worship, but 
other equally demoralizing teachings 
have become not only nation-wide, but 
world-wide.” 


Instances are given of sacrilegious 
and immoral cults involving high school 
and college students! One such cult of 
diabolism and immorality ‘membered 
by high school pupils of fifteen and 
younger, was exposed by Nassau Coun- 
ty authorities”. The scene of the cult’s 
operations was “staid old Mineola, 
Long Island”. Details are given of a 
similar cult flourishing in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, among high school and college 
students. 


The circumstances of the well-or- 
ganized Satanic cult in New York City 
are most significant: “Their shrine is 
a penthouse in a sedate and expensive 
apartment house, whose correctly-at- 
tired doorman has no idea that the 
beautifully-gowned women and _ the 
handsomely dressed men he assists 
from their limousines two or three eve- 
nings a week, rise to the tall roof in the 
elevator, and convert themselves into 
semi-savages, discarding all that civili- 
zation has given them and abandoning 
themselves to an orgiastic ritual in 
worship of the Cloven-hoofed One! ... 


“The High Priestess of the cult, a 
wealthy divorcee, who has traveled ex- 
tensively in the Orient, is a woman to 
whom few doors in New York would 
be closed, should she choose to enter. 
She and her known disciples, mostly 
from the celebrated ‘400’, have sworn 
themselves to secrecy regarding the 
passionate ceremonies they perform in 
honor of their ‘Master’.” 


Modern Blasphemy 


Before an altar raised to Satan, the 
High Priestess leads her disciples in 
reciting the allegiance: “Satan is our 
Master, he is our Lord; and we are 
His Disciples.” 


According to Miss Franklin, the Sa- 
tanic commitment continues: “Oh 
Satan, our Master, our Lord, we, Thy 
Disciples, worship Thee. We pledge 
ourselves to the performance of every 
evil Thou hast ever conceived, promis- 
ing to shun every act that might be 
construed as good. We will follow 
faithfully thy thirteen commandments, 
and will carry out each instruction con- 
tained in the seven books of deadly

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“Fulness of the Godhead Bodily”

“BEWARE lest any man spoil 

you through philosophy and 
vain deceit, after the tradition of 
men, after the rudiments of the 
world, and not after Christ. For 
in him dwelleth the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily.” 


The central fact of the Christian re- 
ligion is the deity of our Lord. 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the begin- 
ning with God.” 


The Greek term translated Word, in 
this passage, is Logos. The phrase pre- 
supposes the existence of Christ prior 
to the time that He came to this earth; 
it takes for granted the fact of His 
deity and expresses the truth that in 
Him there dwells the “fulness of the 
Godhead bodily”. 


All other doctrines of the Christian 
religion are relative. The deity of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is pivotal. 


An Historical Character 


No sincere student of history—not 
even an infidel, can deny the fact of 
Christ as an historical character. 

Our Lord walked the earth in flesh 
and blood, at the time ascribed to Him. 
He was a real Personage. Myths are 
without location, either in time or 
space. But history tells when and 
where Jesus was born. “In Bethlehem 
of Judea in the days of Herod the 
king.” 

H. G. Wells, the noted historian, a 
man who has a reputation for skepti- 
cism in matters pertaining to Christian 
belief, says: “To assume that He never 
lived, that the accounts of His life are 
inventions, is more difficult and raises 
more problems in the path of the histo- 
rian, than to accept the essential ele- 
ments of the Gospel stories as facts.” 


Someone has said that if the story 
of Jesus is a myth, that a myth has 
done more to civilize the world than all 
the truth that ever existed. 


“Only a Man” 


There are, in the last analysis, but 
two ways to regard this great historical 
Personage ... 


One position is that of the Modern- 


ist, who refuses to believe that our 
Lord was more than a man. This atti- 
tude of the liberal theologian is simply 
a restatement of the Jewish conception, 
that He was not born of a Virgin; that 
claims made for His deity are false... 


‘that He was only a Jewish prophet of 


extraordinary magnetism. 


This view was summed up very well 
in the words of Bishop Francis G. Mc- 
Connell, an official of the Federal 
Council of Churches, when he said: “Is 
not the tendency to deify Jesus more 
heathen than Christian? Are we not 
more truly Christian when we cut loose 
from a heathen propensity and take 
Jesus simply for the character He was 
and for the ideal that He is?” 


The doubter says that Christ was 
only divine in the sense that all men 
are divine! Persons holding this view 
even criticise those who regard Jesus 
as an object of worship. The believer, 
on the otker hand, says that Christ, in 
the days of His flesh, was the Incarna- 
tion of God. 


An aged man of great piety-once re- 
marked: “The more I commune with my 
Lord and Master through prayer, the 
the day of His flesh, was the Incarna- 
God for me.” 


“Form of God” 


There are hundreds of passages of 
Scripture that confirm one’s faith in 
the deity of Christ, but one will suffice 
to illustrate the burden of New Testa- 














ment teaching on the subject. 


Writing to the Philippians, 
Apostle Paul said: 


“Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus: Who, being in the 
form of God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God: But made himself 
of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: And being 
found in fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name which is 
above every name: That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth; And that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” 


In this brief statement, the entire 
compass of Christ’s existence and 
character are contemplated. Four eter- 
nal facts stand out in this quotation. 


(1) It is declared that He had ezist- 
ence prior to His life upon this earth. . 
which existence is declared to have been 
“in the form of God”. 


(2) His entrance into the world was 
no surrender of His God-nature, but 
the assumption of “the likeness of 
men”, 

(3) The purpose of His Incarnation 
is expressed in the words: “He humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross”. 
This was no accident, but an act of 
obedience on His part, while “in the 
likeness of men”. 

(4) His future triumph over all op- 
position, His supremacy over all things, 
in keeping with the character of Deity, 
is declared. It is asserted that “every 
tongue shall confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the Fa- 
ther”. 

This is the teaching of the Bible. 
Nowhere, in either the Old or the New 
Testaments, is there a single statement 
that detracts from it in the slightest 
particular. 

In a trenchant discussion of the Per- 
son of Christ, in The International 
Standard Bible Encyclopedia, Dr. Ben-

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jamin B. Warfield says: “Paul does not 
teach that Our Lord was once God but 
had become instead man; he teaches 
that though He was God, He had be- 
come also man”, 


In the Creeds 
This was the thought in the minds of 
the Church fathers who framed the 
great confessions of faith, into which 
the essentials of Christian belief have 
been reduced. 


The Apostle’s Creed, while not origi- 
nating with the Apostles, is generally 
referred to as having its roots in the 
Apostolic Age. After having passed 
through several forms, and being re- 
phrased in many particulars, this mon- 
umental statement stands as follows: 


“I believe in God the Father AIl- 
mighty; Maker of Heaven and Earth; 
and in Jesus Christ His only Son our 
Lord; who was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary; suf- 
fered under Pontius Pilate, was cruci- 
fied, dead, and buried; He descended 
into hell; the third day He arose from 
the dead; He ascended into Heaven; 
and sitteth at the right hand of God 
the Father Almighty; from thence He 
shall come to judge the quick and the 
dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost; the 
holy catholic Church; the communion 
of saints; the forgiveness of sins; the 
resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting”. 


Christ as God in the flesh is pivotal, 
not only in the Apostle’s Creed, but in 
all other statements of doctrine com- 
piled through the centuries. It is the 
Modernist of our day, the liberal intel- 
lectual, who undertakes to bring this 
basic doctrine into question. 


Obtained by Revelation 


It is clearly stated in our opening 
text that the idea of Jesus of Nazareth 
being in the Godhead did not originate 
with man. The idea was imparted by 
God, to man, in a Special revelation. 


On one occasion, Jesus questioned His 
Apostles carefully as to what people 
were saying about Him. Public senti- 
ment, they reported, ran along the line 
that He was either John the Baptist 
risen from the dead, or one of the 
prophets returned to earth. 


Then Jesus put the question directly 
to them: “But whom say ye that I 
am? 


Peter answered: “THOU ART THE 
CHRIST, THE SON OF THE LIV- 
ING GOD.” 


The next words of Jesus are worthy 
of the most careful consideration: 
“Blessed art thou, Simon _ Barjona: 
FOR FLESH AND BLOOD HATH 
NOT REVEALED IT UNTO THEE, 
BUT MY FATHER WHICH IS IN 
HEAVEN.” 


The idea that this unmatched Charac- 
ter; this greatest of all personages ever 
to walk the dirt roads of earth; that 
from eternity He had enjoyed a myste- 
rious union with God; that He was the 
Creator of the heavens and earth, as 
aescribed in the opening chapters of 
Genesis—this was far too stupendous 
for man to arrive at, by the processes 
of human reasoning. 


Such a thought-staggering, world- 
changing, soul-transforming thought 
could enter the mind of man only by 
one means—supernatural revelation. 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God ... Flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee.” 


On two occasions God spoke the 
words, heard by man, and recorded by 
them for future generations to read: 
“THIS IS MY SON”. The first time 
was on the occasion of the baptism of 
Jesus by John the Baptist. e other 
was at the Mount of Transfiguration. 


Evolution Helpless 


This divine explanation of the person 
of Jesus; this divine accounting of His 
supernatural wisdom, His unquestioned 
power over matter, spirit and life, is 
the only possible solution to the ap- 





“GO, AND DO THOU LIKEWISE!” 





The story of the Good Samaritan pictured here is 
familiar to all intelligent people, but very few realize that 
this same story is continually repeating itself. Not only

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pearance of such a Man in human 
flesh. 


Before the phenomenon of the Ga- 
lilean, the theory of Evolution stands 
helpless. Sir Arthur Smith Woodward 
has defined Evolution as, “The slow 
and regular advance of the world of 
life’. Can Jesus be explained by any 
such process? 


Evolutionists have much to say about 
the two great forces of heredity and 
environment. In them, some scientists 
profess to find the explanation of 
human greatness. But their efforts ut- 
terly fail to bring the person and power 
of Jesus within the narrow confines of 
such an approach. 


The spiritual life of the Jewish nation 
was at its lowest ebb when Christ was 
on earth. Three centuries had passed 
since the voice of God had been heard. 
The established religion was devoid of 
vitality. So corrupt had the system be- 
come, that open merchandizing was 
permitted, without objection, in the 
holy Temple. 


It was the judgment of Jesus upon 
His own people, that they had changed 
the most sacred of all places which had 
been designed for prayer, into a “den 
of thieves”. Priests and people had 
surrendered themselves to a system of 
legalism and materialism that suppress- 
ed the Spirit and left only the form of 
religion. 


To this must be added the unspeak- 
able social practices and general moral 
conditions of the day. It was a period 
of awful degradation of life, and Naz- 
areth, where He was brought up, had 
the worst reputation in the entire ter- 
ritory. There was a proverb in those 
days which asked: “Can any good thing 
come out of Nazareth?” 


Yet, in the midst of such conditions, 
Jesus lived such a life of moral purity 
that it continues the unchallenged mir- 
acle of; all times. Even His bitterest 
enemies have never attacked His char- 
acter. Had He been guilty of one sin, 
the world would have heard about it by 
1938. His spotless life certainly can 
not be accounted for by His environ- 
ment. It can be explained only by the 
fact of His deity. 


Nor was His purity a negative thing. 
It was not the innocence of the hidden 
and sheltered life that never knew the 
withering storm of temptation. “He was 
tempted in all points like as we are.” 
He was subject to all the assaults of 
Satan upon the flesh and the spirit. 


Supernatural Wisdom 


His most severe temptations were 
thrust upon Him in time of physical 
exhaustion and mental strain. In the 
wilderness, where He underwent an 
ordeal of fasting, our Lord grappled 
with, and triumphed over, (1) the hun- 
ger of His flesh, (2) the appeal of 
worldly power, and (3) the natural de- 
sire of human ego to impress His pow- 
er upon the multitudes by a spectacular 
display of mastery over the forces of 
nature. Physically exhausted though 
He was, Jesus denounced Satan and re- 
turned from the wilderness to begin the 
public career that was to take Him to 
the Cross. 


When the shadow of the Cross was 
already before Him, in the hours when 
the agony of Golgotha was just ahead, 
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He was subjected to such terrific strain 
that the blood actually forced its way 
through the pores of His skin and be- 
came a bloody sweat upon the body. 
Yet, out of that ordeal of Gethsemane, 
He ‘emerged in triumph. His Father’s 
perfect will was to be accomplished. 
This was the hour for which He had 
come into the world. 


Such moral strength, such spiritual 
courage, such rigorous subjection of 
the flesh to the requirements of divine 
principles, can have no possible expla- 
nation on grounds comprehended by 
the doctrines of Charles Darwin. 


Jean Paul said: “Jesus is the holiest 
among the mighty, and the mightiest 
among the holy.” 


At the close of a lecture, in which 
He had attacked the deity of Christ, a 
university professor was asked the 
question: “How do you account for the 
intellectual attainments of Jesus? 
Where did His wisdom come from? 
Where did He obtain His wonderful 
knowledge?” 


The professor replied, “Probably in 
the village synagogue, or possibly in 
Egypt.” 

The theory that Christ attended 
school in Egypt remains unsupported 
by a single demonstrated fact. And, 
concerning the synagogue, the Jews 
themselves asked the question: “How 
knoweth this man letters, having never 
learned?” 


His wisdom was first manifested at 
the tender age of twelve. In attendance 
at the Feast of Passover, He became 

separated from Joseph and Mary. 

en they found Him at the end "ot 
three days, He was in the Temple with 
the scholars, “both hearing them, and 
asking them questions”. 


Luke records, “And all that heard 
him were astonished at his understand- 
ing and answers”. 


The centuries have rolled by since 
Jesus was upon earth, but He is still 
the world’s Teacher. Other teachers 
have been forgotten. The ideas of 
Plato and Aristotle are known only to 
students of philosophy, but the essen- 
tials of Christ’s teachings are known 
among all nations, are more powerful 
today than ever. Jesus spoke the truth 
when He declared: “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away, but my words shall 
not pass away”. 


Napoleon Bonaparte said: “I know 
men, and I tell_you that Jesus Christ 
is not:a man. His religion is a myste- 
ry, a thing of itself, and proceeded 
from divine intelligence.”

His mastery extended to the furthest 
limit of the material world.

your way, make it as secure as ye can”. 


They made it as secure as the power 
of the Roman government could make 
it. The guard was placed. The tomb 
was sealed. 


They did not make the mistake of 
sealing and guarding a tomb in which 
the body of Jesus had never been 
placed, or from which it had already 
been taken! The body was there. They 
made the grave as “secure” as they 
could. 


Five death penalties were connected 
with that tomb. It was death to break 
the seal of the Roman government. It 
was death to allow it to be broken. It 
was death to steal the body of Jesus. 
It was death to allow the body of Jesus 
to be stolen. It was death for a Roman 
soldier to go to sleep on guard. 


On the morning of the first day of 
the week, the tomb was found to be 
empty. The body of Jesus was gone. 


The modern skeptic must affirm that 
His disciples either overcame the armed 
Roman guard, or opened the grave and 
spirited the body away without disturb- 
ing the well disciplined soldiers who 
were responsible. 


But upwards of five hundred persons 
who knew Him personally, among 
whom were eleven of his original 
twelve Apostles, testified that they lat- 
er saw Him alive—after His death and 
burial.

Many years later, the tomb was open- 
ed upon a scene of utter disaster. The 
crown and scepter lay upon the floor of 
the sepulcher. The royal robe was 
mingled with the dust of the body. 


But of the Christ, it was said, “This 
Jesus hath God raised up.” Let us say 
reverently as Thomas, the honest 
doubter, once said: “My Lord, and my 
God.” 


All hail the power of Jesus’ name, 
Let angels prostrate fall. 

Bring forth the royal diadem 
And crown Him Lord of all. 





Invisible Government 


A Radio Address.... 


By Gerald B. Winrod 





DISRAELL, the Jewish Premier 

of Great Britain, said: .“The 
world is governed, by very differ- 
ent personages from what is im- 
agined by those who are not be- 
hind the scenes”. 


What Disraeli said, in so many 
words, is what multitudes of people 
have often felt, without being able to 
put their finger upon the evidence. 


For instance, it is now an established 
fact that this invisible force was re- 
sponsible for the entrance of the United 
States into the World War, and that 
the decision for our government to en- 
ter the conflict was made by agencies 
not visible to the general public. 


We were told that a holy war had 
to be waged to end war; we were told 
that destiny had decreed that we were 
to make the world safe for democracy; 
we were told that we were to fight for 
freedom of the seas. 


We were not told that certain inter- 
national interests had threatened the 
world with financial collapse unless the 
United States entered the conflict, and 
thus made possible the extension of 
gigantic loans to other nations. 


We now know that a cablegram was 
addressed to Woodrow Wilson, on 
March 5, 1917, by W. H. Page, our Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, in which he 
told the President that certain Euro- 
pean powers, “must have a credit in 
the United States, which will be large 
enough, to prevent the collapse of ... 
the whole financial structure of Eu- 
rope”. Mr. Page then said, “Of course 
we cannot extend such credit, unless we 
go to war...” 


Since that time, we have heard fre- 
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quently of men who are “close” to 
those in authority, of men who must 
be “consulted” before governmental 
action can be taken, of mysterious per- 
sonages who move in and out of the na- 
tion’s capital, of “traveling ambassa- 
dors” quite outside the regular diplo- 
matic corps, and of at least one power- 
ful financial figure who is referred to 
in high circles as the “unofficial presi- 
dent” of the United States. 


The real rulers, the hidden masters, 
never have their names on the ballot; 
they make no speeches on the floor of 
the national Congress; they attend no 
Cabinet meetings. 


But the grim fact remains, that they 
possess the brains that formulate the 
policies, that frame the legislation, that 
steer administrative programs. With- 
out exposing themselves to the public 
gaze, they pull the wires from behind 
the scenes. They move deep within 
the shadows. 


- -- Brain Trust Control... 


When the New Deal took office in 
1933, a stream of “must legislation” 
began to pour forth from this invisible 
source. This was, of course, a viola- 
tion of ordinary constitutional process- 
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The Constitution of the United States 
provides that all bills must originate 
in the Congress. Section Eight of the 
Constitution enumerates the powers 
specifically reserved to Congress and 
concludes with the words that the Con- 
gress shall “make all laws”. 


But in the first New Deal congress, 
usual Constitutional procedure was 
pushed into the background. The duly- 
elected representatives of the people 
were no longer considered sufficiently 
intelligent, or socially minded, to write 
the laws of the nation. The bills of- 
fered in the halls of Congress originat- 
ed for the most part in the minds of a 
small group of disciples of Professor 
Felix Frankfurter . . . and for this 
reason, the members of the Brain Trust 
soon became known around the Capital 
as “hot dog boys”. 


... “Must” Legislation .. . 


Theodore Roosevelt, our former 
President, once wrote a letter to Felix 
. Frankfurter in which he accused Frank- 
furter of maintaining “an attitude 
which seems to me to be fundamentally 
that of Trotsky and the other Bolshe- 
vik leaders in Russia.” 


One member of the invisible Brain 
Trust government said these words: 
“We are coming to develop ideas and 
policies wholly outside of our legisla- 
tive system. Legislatures will then be- 
come rubber stamps to pass the meas- 
ures.” 


Let the weight of those words grip 
you! “We are coming to develop ideas 
and policies OUTSIDE of our legisla- 
tive system.” This, if allowed to con- 
tinue, will destroy the whole principle 
of constitutional democracy. 


Legislative proposals have flowed 
freely from the pens of these members 
of the invisible government at Wash- 
ington. In turn, the measures have 
gone to the White House for the Presi- 
dent to stamp them with the significant 
word “Must”. Then they have been 
rushed to Congress, to be enacted under 
the name of “Emergency”. 


This, most emphatically, is NOT the 
plan outlined in the Constitution of the 
United States. 


. .. Another “Kitchen Cabinet”... 


May I pause to remark that only 
once before in our nation’s history has 
such a situation existed in a national 
administration. 


That was during the Andrew Jack- 
son administration — when a group 
of unofficial advisers who, as one his- 
torian has said, “enjoyed power, rather 
than the display of it’. 


If any President ever followed a 
political pattern laid down by another, 
the present Chief Executive has follow- 
ed that of Jackson. There are the same 
kind of unofficial advisers, the same 
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disregard for the best interests of the 
people, the, same contempt for the 
members of the Congress, the same con- 
tempt for the courts, the same animos- 
ity toward business and industry, the 
same desire to impose a personal will 
upon the people. 


And, it might be added, the same con- 
nections through close personal advis- 
ers with powerful, but invisible forces 
and powers, not recognized in the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


Had it not been for a courageous and 
patriotic Supreme Court, which wiped 
the slate clean of much New Deal 
legislation, originating from invisible 
sources, this nation would, today, be 
goose-stepping to a comprehensive pro- 
gram of one-man dictation. 


.. - Court Packing Plan... 


What invisible forces there must havé 
been at work on another occasion and 
how secure they must have felt for the 
President to call his Cabinet together 
with certain leaders of the House and 
Senate and bluntly inform them of his 
purpose to bring the Supreme Court 
under Executive control. 


When that announcement was made, 
that morning, a few minutes before the 
President sent his Court bill to Con- 
gress, Senator Joseph T. Robinson, 
leader of the administration forces in 
the Senate, bowed his head, his face 
flushed. The President’s Court bill had 
come like a bolt from the blue. 


But under great pressure, Mr. Robin- 
son led the fight on the® floor of the 
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Senate, until he fell under the load. 
During the course of the fight, he con- 
sumed considerable space in the Con- 
gressional Record, condemning me, for 
my defense of the Court, at that time. 


Cabinet members departed from the 
President’s hurried meeting in silence. 
The Court bill went to the Congress a 
few minutes later. Out on the street, 
Congressman Summers, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, who 
was present at the meeting, remarked 
sadly, “Boys, here’s where I cash in 
my chips”. Mr. Summers stood his 
ground, until the plan was finally bur- 
ied under a wave of protest resulting 
from an aroused public opinion. 


This plan to pack the Court did not 
originate with the people. It did not 
originate with the Congress. It was 
unknown to even the President’s Cabi- 
net, with the possible exception of one 
member. It is now reported that the 
plan did not even originate with the 
President. 


The still more dangerous Reorganiza- 
tion Bill had its origin in the same 
secret sources. As soon as it was de- 
feated in the lower House of Congress, 
members of the Brain Trust swarmed 
through the Capitol building trying to 
get the bill introduced once more. It 
will be introduced again in the next 
session of Congress. 


. . . Remedy At Hand... 


To remedy this situation, there must 
be a rebuilding of the national charac-

of Valley Forge, with George Washing- 
ton kneeling in the snow, praying for 
his soldiers; back to the spirit of Ply- 
mouth Rock, with our Pilgrim Fathers 
thanking God for safe arrival in a 
new world, which was to be to them 
and their posterity, a “land of the free 
and a home of the brave”. 
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LETTERS from Christian 

friends in Russia are becom- 
ing scarce. They are showing In- 
creasing signs of fear about writ- 
ing to the outside world of their 


sufferings. 


Since December 12, 1937 exactly 
1,146 hand picked and trusted atheists 
have been installed as representatives 
of the people in Soviet Russia’s newly 
created parliament. The rulers of 
Moscow and their subservient hench- 
men have long since dropped all pre- 
tense of tolerating the Christian re- 
ligion. 

With the lips, they profess to be will- 
ing to tolerate the existence of a “church 
cult”. But even such a cult must be 
under the most strict supervision of 
atheistic officials. All Ministers re- 
maining in _the Country must be 
registered, and their activities carried 
on in registered buildings. 


The profession of Christianity has be- 
come one of the most severely punished 
crimes in the Soviet Union, where ac- 
cording to Communist propagandists in 
America, religion is “more free than 
anywhere else in the world”. Russia 
is my native land, and it so happens 
that I have just received some striking 
information about this “religious free- 
dom” in the Soviet “democracy”. 
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Land of Pilgrims 


For more than a year, religious 
workers, have been persecuted to the 
point that it is much safer for them to 
wander from place to place, than to 
attempt a settled existence, no matter 
how humble, in a given community. 
Many thousands of other citizens who, 
for one or the other reason, feel un- 
safe at home, and also roam through 
the Country. 


Russia is becoming to a great extent, 


a land of wandering nomads. From 
place to place they drift, with not a 
particle of hope shining from their eyes. 
It is not safe for the man who pro- 
fesses to be a Christian worker of any 
kind, to remain in any one place, more 
than a few days at most. 


Wherever these wanderers go, they 
are looked upon with fear and sus- 
picion. The Soviet Union has become 
a fear-crazed Country. Every new per- 
son, in, or near a village, may be one 
who is being hunted by the secret 
police. To give food and shelter to such 
an individual is to provoke the ire and 
revenge of Communist authorities. 

Then, again, it is always possible 
that such a homeless person may be an 
agent of the Jewish secret police, sent 
out to lure people into speaking what 
they really feel about conditions under 


the Soviet government. To have such 
an agent in one’s home, without know- 
ing it, is the greatest of all dangers. 
The Russian people have been kept 
these many years, under this inhuman 
spy system—the only means by which 
so many millions of people could be 
kept in a state of fear and terror. 
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Persecution of Pilgrims 


For a considerable time, the Bolshe- 
viks paid little attention to the steadily 
increasing thousands of pilgrims, be- 
cause such wanderers usually last but 
a short time, due to the starvation and 
hardships to which they were exposed. 


But the authorities began to take 
notice when they discovered that many 
of these pilgrims were Priests, Minis- 
ters and religious workers, whom the 
people knew and asked to hold quiet 
religious services in homes, forests, 
fields and caves. 


A report before me tells of a certain 
Bishop Sergius Druzhinin. He has been 
wandering up and down the banks of 
the Volga, Europe’s greatest river. Peo- 
ple came to know and locked up to him, 
as a man of God. 


THE SECRET POLICE HEARD 
ABOUT HIM AND QUICKLY ELIMI- 
NATED THIS DANGER TO THE 
“WELL-BEING” OF THE SOVIET 
UNION. 


It has long since become an estab- 
lished custom in Russia that priests and 
preachers lead a dual life. They must 
earn their livelihood by physical labor 
and if denied employment, they starve. 
Whenever they are supported by the 
people, the authorities accuse them of 
exploiting the poor. 


For this reason most of the hunted 
clergymen have learned how to fix 
stoves, grind knives and scissors, repair 
windows, footwear, and the like. By 
such occupations, they try to support 
themselves in their wanderings. Minis- 
ters of every conceivable Christian sect. 
and group still exist in Russia and can 
be found among the pilgrims. 
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wandering Pastors are held by the peo- 
ple, the government has issued strictest 
laws against religion, and is keeping 
a close watch on the unfortunate 
pilgrims. 


Religious services may now be 
conducted only in locations which 
have been registered for this pur- 
pose with the government. Any 
one who performs a religious serv- 
ice must also be registered and live 
permanently in the community. Up 
to thirty neighbors must sign 
pledges that they agree to be held 
responsible for whatever offense 
against the State, or Communist 
Party, may result from religious 
meetings, or the activities of a 
Minister. 


Government officials supervise the 
sermons, and woe to the Priest, or 
Minister, who utters a word which 
could be construed as an accusation of 
the government, of Communism, or the 
legalized immorality which prevails in 
the Soviet Union. 


Thousands of clergymen and Chris- 


tians have paid for their faith with » 


their lives, or are suffering in remote 
Arctic prison camps, where people are 
slowly tortured to death for such 
“crimes against the Soviet Union”. 


Atheists Reprimanded 


Yet this is not all! The head of 
Stalin’s godless organization, the Jew- 
ish Mr. Yaroslavsky, in a late issue of 
the magazine Antireligioznik (The 
Anti-religious) taunts the Com- 
-munists as being cowards. Having been 
informed about the lenience with which 
such men as the Bishop Druzhinin was 
treated for a time he wrote a bitter 
— of the local Soviet authori- 

jes. 


“The priests,” he wrote, “have never 
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been afraid of the Communist Inter- 
nationale, Which has been persecuting 
them bitterly from the very first day 
of the revolution, some twenty years 
ago. Yet the carriers and defenders 
of Bolshevism still seem to be afraid 
of the Cross.” 


This was his recent line of attack 
in stirring up his followers to more 
fiendish crimes against the helpless 
Russian believers. 


Yaroslavsky has decreed that all 
signs of tolerance must end. The 
statement, by this commander-in-chief 
of the Atheist forces of Moscow, is 
more than a mere proclamation from 
the chairman of an official group of 
unbelievers. According to the Com- 
munist Party Constitution, every Party 
member must be a sworn atheist. One 
of his foremost Party obligations con- 
sists in fighting religion, especially 
the .Christian religion. Yaroslavsky is 
simply reminding them of their duty. 


All members of the Communist Party 
are thus obliged to heed the orders of 
Yaroslavsky, for he is a high-ranking 
party official. 


What is more, Yaroslavsky is also 
a member of the newly created Soviet 
Parliament, which makes him a high- 
ranking government official. His words 
are law, and his exhortations, to his 
godless followers, are nothing less than 
an official command to intensify the 
Soviet crusade against the Cross of 
Christ, a Satanic ukase to speed up the 
slaughter of the saints and faithful of 
Russia. 


No Possible Compromise 


Many faithful believers, outside of 
Russia, have wondered why Com- 
munism cannot agree to tolerate even 
a strictly regulated and government- 
controlled Christian Church. 


This is an impossibility. Just as fire 
and water cannot be mixed, Com- 
munism and faith in Christ can never 
live side by side. Christ teaches love. 
Communism is hatred in its most un- 
adulterated form. 
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That the Jewish Karl Marx, who be- 
stowed Communism in its present form, 
upon the world, had to become an 
atheist before he could turn completely 
Communist, is a fact which should 
never be forgotten by the Christian be- 
liever. Only when he had been complete- 
ly converted to atheism, did Marx be- 
come receptive to the Satanic inspira- 
tions, which formulated themselves in- 
to his notorious Communist Manifesto, 
the document which must be credited 
with the blood of millions of Christian 
believers. 


Communist “New Birth” 


Christ told Nicodemus that a man 
must be “born again”, in order to enter 
the Kingdom of God, a truth which has 
been much neglected by Churches in all 
countries. 


But the idea of a “new birth” is not 
neglected by Stalin and his co-con- 
spirators, who claim to have establish- 
ed a “worker’s paradise on earth”, 
without God or Christ. No person is 
eligible to this “paradise”, unless he 
is wholly converted to Communism, 
and its godless aims. To be a Com-

sionary worker in Cuba. 


Rev. and Mrs. Pain began their daily 
radio programs when CMQ, the 
Havana station, boasted a power of but 
540 watts. In the four years they have 
been carrying on this highly effective 
ministry, the station has increased in 
power, until Rev. and Mrs. Pain now

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speak and sing the Gospel through the 
facilities of a 25,000 watt transmitter. 


In addition to this, the station also 
transmits on a short wave, which 
makes it possible to reach many other 
countries. 

The Pains are especially fitted for 
the providential opportunities offered 
at Havana, as the gateway of the 
Spanish speaking nations in the 
Western Hemisphere, since they are 
able to present their programs in both 
English and Spanish. 


It has been established that their 
regular morning broadcast, known as 
“Moments with Your Bible”, reaches 
into more than 20 countries. Mail has 
been received from that many North, 
Central and South American, and 
Island countries, in response to their 
programs, 

The “Every House” campaign, in- 
volving the placing of a Gospel of John 
in every Cuban home, previously re- 
ported in these columns, is progressing 
splendidly. 

A contribution of 50,000 Gospels 
gave impetus to the workers in all six 
provinces of the Island. Some of the 
workers are going on foot. Others have 
cars. Some ride horseback. The Gospel, 
in Spanish, is being published through- 
out the Island. 


Many interesting comments from 
among the people are reported both by 
Evangelist Pain, and the workers who 
are getting out into districts where 
there has been no previous preaching 
of the Gospel. 


Such questions as the following are 
sometimes asked by the natives: “Is 
the Bible some kind of dress, or a new 
American automobile?” 


Many conversions are being report- 
ed from this distribution of Testaments 
and tracts. 


(In the meantime, Rev. and Mrs. 
Pain are praying that funds will be 
supplied for opening a new “down 
town” mission in the great and needy 
city of Havana. Missionary contribu- 
tions for this important work may be 
sent to Defenders Headquarters in 
Wichita.)

sins. This, we promise, oh Satan, our 
Master, our Lord!” 


In conducting her votaries through a 
blasphemous burlesque of the Lord’s 
Supper, the High Priestess of Satanism 
appeals to Lucifer: “Oh Satan, oh 
Devil, our Master, our Lord, these waf- 
ers have been made unholy to Thine 
enemies. We will bring them to Thee, 
and make them the pledge of our love 
ae Thee, and our faithfulness to Thy 
evil.” 


It is unnecessary to describe further 
the sacrilege of the cult of Satanism, 
let alone the bestial indulgences per- 
formed in accordance with the “will of 
His Satanic Majesty”. 


This article describes another Satan- 
ic cult, involving Black Mass rituals, 
directed by a leader who “proudly re- 
fers to himself as the High Priest of 
Evil, and signs his letters, ‘The Worst 
Man in the World’.” In a book, which 
this leader contends “Satan dictated to 
him in the shadows of the pyramids in 
Egypt”, he lays down the basic immor- 
al principle of Satanism: ‘Do what 
a wilt shall be the whole of the 
aw”. 


Nietzsche Again 


“Do what thou wilt” is, essentially, 
the core of the practice of Satanism; 
but this diabolical counsel did not orig- 
inate with this modern leader. It is 
the main theme of the philosophy of 
Friedrich Nietzsche! This philosophy 
is taught widely in American schools 
and colleges; hence, we begin to under- 
stand why cults of Satanism flourish 
among youths, as well as mature men 
and women, of education and social 
background. 


Nietzsche’s philosophy, as I have 
shown in Crucifying Christ in Our Col- 
leges, contains this Satanic counsel: 
“Make thy law the desire of thy flesh. 
.. . Be wicked—that is true goodness. 

. . Make thy virtue thy inclination. .. 
Set up thy will as a law over thee.” 


Nietzsche proudly professed himself 
to be the Antichrist, the Public Enemy 
No. 1 of Christianity. Writing on the 
Superman, he said: “I shall write up- 
on all walls an undying denunciation 
of Christianity wherever there are 
walls. It is the one great curse, the 
one intrinsic depravity, the one black 
impulse of resentment for which no 
subterfuge is too vile or too mean.” 


The teaching of the philosophy of 
Nietzsche in certain of our leading edu- 
cational institutions is causing many 
young people to worship and serve Sat- 
an, rather than Christ. Two brilliant 
university students, Leopold and Loeb, 
committed the most fiendish crime of 
their generation. In defending them 
Clarence Darrow, the agnostic criminal 
lawyer, admitted that their Satanic 
crime was the result of the philosophy 
taught them at the university.

The Relation of Temperance 
Te Character 
Proverbs 4:10-23; 1 Thess. 5:6-8 
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he Bible nowhere promises to make 
the righteous life easy, but it does 
promise, that, through sorrow and trial, 
God will guide in paths that lead, at 
last, to peace and security. 


The suggested devotional reading for 
this lesson is the first Psalm. It begins 
by assuring us that the man is blessed, 
or happy, who walks not in the counsel 
of the wicked, nor stands in the way 
of sinners, nor sits in the seat of the 
scoffers. 


The three words, walk, stand and sit, 
indicate the manner in which people 
drift into temptation, and find them- 
selves enslaved by sin. They betake 
themselves to regions where temptation 
is wide-spread. Fascinated by what 
they see, they stand in the way of sin- 
ners and fellowship with them. At 
last, with all their noble impulses rav- 
aged, and their moral powers broken, 
they scoff at everything good, and glory 
in their own degradation. 


God’s Word states that the best way 
to handle temptation is to avoid it, as 
much as possible. There are plenty of 
natural appetites which arise from the 
fact that we are made as we are, but 
when young people add to them an 
acquired nk a such as the appe- 
tite ; he alcohol, every power of moral 
resistance becomes so weakened that 
iniquity is almost certain to follow. 


Because of the wide-spread custom of 
social drinking today, young people are 
experiencing the most trying tempta- 
tions. They should remember that al- 
cohol is a habit-forming drug, and that 
even the slightest indulgence predis- 
poses them to more indulgence. Even 
small quantities of alcohol have an ef- 
fect upon character. 


As for drunkenness, the Bible makes 
it plain that people who do these things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
The way to deal with liquor is to fol- 
low the counsel found in our lesson 
text: “Avoid it, pass not by it” (Pro- 
verbs 4:16).

Hannah: Godly Motherhood 


I Sam, 1:9-18; 2:1-5 
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August 28 
Eli: Responsibility For Others 
1 Sam. 3:11-14; 4:12-18 
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HE mother of Samuel was Hannah. 

Her name means “Grace,” the same 

as “Anna”, the prophetess of the New 
Testament. 


Hannah was unhappy “in bitterness 
of soul”. As often occurred, in poly- 
gamous families, one wife ‘had chil- 


dren, the chief blessing in a Hebrew. 


household, and the other wife had none. 
Hannah was childless, and “her rival 
provoked her sore”, taunting her and 
making her life miserable. 


Hannah pursued a wise course in her 
trouble; she went to God in prayer. 
This is the thing to do with all our 
troubles. She must have often prayed 
over the matter at home, and it was 
natural that when she paid her annual 
visit to the Lord’s house at Shiloh, she 
should there present her eager petition 
for a son. 


But Hannah did more than pray. In- 
corporated within her prayer was the 
vow that if God would look on her 
affliction, and give her a man-child, 
that she would give him to Jehovah all 
the days of his life. She promised that 
his hair and beard should never be cut. 
This Nazarite vow included also ab- 
stinence from intoxicating drink, sepa- 
ration, strength, and purity. Samson 
and John the Baptist, as well as Sam- 
uel, were Nazarites. 


This consecrated mother, dedicating 
her son to the service of God, should 
be a lesson to parents in every age, 
and a rebuke to those who never think 
of their children in relation to God’s 
great plans. Such an act establishes 
a sense of partnership with God. Some 
of the greatest preachers of the Gos- 
pel, missionaries and national leaders, 
were not only dedicated to God by their 
parents, but throughout their whole 
careers, felt a distinct sense of mission, 
because they were thus. consecrated. 
Here was a woman who knew how to 
storm the gates of heaven until her 
prayer was answered. 
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é lone life of Hannah, subject of last 
Sunday’s lesson, was_ intimately 
bound up with the life of Eli, the high 
priest. He it was who, seeing her lips 
moving in fervent petition, mistook her 
devotion for drunkenness, and rebuked 
her. Eli was lacking in discernment. 


Not only could he not distinguish be- 
tween a sober woman and a drunken 
one, but he failed to realize that he and 
his line were headed for destruction, 
and that his family would be replaced 
by Samuel, the child born to this devout 
and praying woman. 


Fli had two sons, described in the 
Bible as base men who knew not Je- 
hovah. Yet they were priests and min- 
istered every day in the sanctuary. 
These sons were “Liberals” in matters 
pertaining to religious observance. 
Nothing injures the cause of God so 
much as unworthy priests, or ministers, 
who dishonor the God they pretend to 
serve. 


The fact that Eli was “very old” is 
mentioned, but there had been a time 
when he was in his prime, and when 
his boys were very young. Did Eli 
do his best then? “A stitch in time 
saves nine”, is a proverb homely but 
true, and nowhere more applicable than 
in the making of character. It is fur- 
ther said that Eli had to hear of his 
sons’ misdeeds through others. If Eli 
had kept better watch over them, be- 
fore he became so blind and feeble, he 
could have left them afterward to go 
their own way, for they would then 
have been good and upright men. 


“It is Jehovah: let Him do what 
seemeth Him good.” Eli, with all his 
faults, still wanted to be faithful to 
God. He submitted without a murmur 
to the divine sentence, leaving himself 
and all his house in God’s hands. But 
it was the passive resignation of a 
weak character. 


It is a terrible thing for men to sin 
against the light. God took the Ark of 
the Covenant from Israel, when the 
house of Eli failed to live up to its 
spiritual responsibilities. 


Jesus stated the law of retribution, 
in the parable of the talents, when He 
said, “Take ye away therefore the tal- 
ent from him, (the man who had failed 
to use his one talent) and give it unto 
him that hath the ten talents ... and 
cast out the unprofitable servant into 
outer darkness: there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth” (Matthew 
25 :28-80). 
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“Gog” Licks His Chops 


A Study in Prophecy -.- -

“Son of a set thy face against 
Gog, the land of Magog, the chief 
prince of Mechech and Tubal, and pro- 
phesy against him.” 


The Scofield Reference Bible, pub- 
lished in 1917, contains the following 
footnote on the above passage from the 
thirty-eighth chapter of Ezekiel: “The 
primary reference of this verse is to 
the northern European powers, headed 

up by Russia, all agree. The whole 
passage should be read in connection 
with Zech. 12:1-4; 14:1-9; Matthew 24: 
14-30; Rev. 14:14-20; 19:17-21. ‘Gog’ 
is the prince, ‘Magog’ his land. The 
reference to Meshech and Tubal—Mos- 
cow and Tobolsk is a clear mark of 
identification.” 


Since divine prophecy is the mould 
of human history, it is well to examine 
Ezekiel’s writings in the light of cur- 
rent developments in the Orient. If it 
is true that two Leagues of Nations 
(one embracing the old Roman Empire, 
the other covering northern Europe 
and the countries of the East) are to 
evolve out the chaos of the nations, 
then persons who study prophetic 
truth, will do well to watch the develop- 
ments of the war, which is now starting 
between Russia and Japan. 


“Gog” Dislikes the Jews 


Some of the world’s most profound 
students of Bible prophecy hold to the 
view that a League of the East will 
come into existence with headquarters 
in Meshech—Moscow. It will embrace 
Siberia, referred to in the passage as 
Tubal (Tobolsk). This’ League could 

take form in one of two ways... 


First: by a war of aggression in 
which Soviet Russia would bring Man- 
chukuo, China, Japan and other orien- 
br countries to their knees in subjec- 

on, 


Second: by a war in which Japan 
would push in, from one side, Germany 
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from the other, and crush the Meshech 
government like the cracking of an 
egg shell. 


The former would mean a red Orient. 
The latter would mean the carrying of 
the Swastika to Moscow. Ezekiel 38: 
18-19 leaves no doubt that the final 
Gog government will manifest great 
hatred for the Jews. 


So, in view of the fact that Commun- 
ism is rooted in international Jewry 
and the Russian —— have been ruled 
by Jews since the revolution twenty- 
one years ago, some find it difficult to 
completely identify Gog as represent- 
ing the Communist movement. There 
are those who feel that a change will 
have to take place in the government 
at Moscow, a reaction against Jewish 
control, in order to meet the require- 
ments of Ezekiel 38. 


Germany and Russia 


A somewhat confusing article ap- 
pears in the current issue of Liberty 
entitled, “Will Stalin and Hitler Join 
Hands to Rule the World?”. But it 
contains the following interesting state- 
ment: 


“The Joseph Stalin of today is no 
Bolshevik. He is a man who intends 
to abandon Communism in Russia. He 
is a man who plans to restore capital- 
ism, set up a form of Fascism in the 
country of which he is dictator. He is 
a man who soon will publicly join 
hands in an amazing alliance with a 
leader commonly supposed to be his 
most bitter enemy—Adolf Hitler.” 


The writer of the above words con- 
tinues: “Several months ago, in Rus- 
sia, I learned most of these facts. 
Some of them actuall ly were disclosed 
to me in the course of two meetings I 
had with Stalin himself .. . Stalin, the 
once dreaded revolutionist, now lives 
himself in dread of revolution.” 


Russia and Germany will never join 
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hands in the fantastic manner here 
described, but ‘a union of the Russian 
eople and the German people, is with- 
in the range of possibility. But such 
a union would necessarily involve the 
destruction of the present government 
at Moscow. | 


There has always been a feeling 
among Fundamentalist students of 
prophecy, that Germany’s face is set 
toward the East, since the territory it 
covers was not within the area of the 
original Roman Caesars. The Western 
League, or revived Roman Empire, 
must naturally embrace the territory 
of ancient Rome. 


Jews Not Helping Japan Now 


On the other hand, Japan is trying 
to stamp Communism out of the Orient. 
China is being ground between the mill- 
stones of Japanese aggression and in- 
ternational Communism. Since Japan 
is at war with China, Moscow evidently 
feels that the opportune time has come 
to strike. 


Japan defeated Russia in the former 
struggle, but conditions are different 
now. In that war, Japan was support- 
ed by the international Jewish Money 
Power—which remains a force of great 
strength. But today, the force of 
Jewry must assert itself on the side of 
Russia.

wreck civilization. The scheme reach- 
ed maturity in the revolution twenty- 
one years ago. 


The manner in which Jewish finan- 
ciers used the Japanese government to 
advance their interests in bringing 
about the Russian revolution is il- 
lustrated by an article describing a 
Jewish meeting, which appeared in the 
New York Times May 24, 1917..... 


The headline says: “KENNAN RE- 
TELLS HISTORY”. Under these 
words, there appears the following sub- 
heading: “Tells How Jacob H. Schiff 
Financed Revolutionary Propaganda in 
Czar’s Army”. The story follows: 


“Mr. Kennan told of the work of the 
Friends of Russian Freedom in the re- 
volution. 


“He said that during the Japanese- 
Russian war he was in Tokio, and that 
he was permitted to make visits among 
the 12,000 Russian prisoners in Japan- 
ese hands at the end of the first year 
of the war. He had conceived the idea 
of putting revolutionary propaganda 
into the Russian army. 


“The Japanese authorities favored it 
and gave him permission. After which 
he sent to America for all the Russian 
revolutionary literature to be had. He 
said that one day Dr. Nicholas Russel 
came to him in Tokio, unannounced, 
and said that he had been sent to help 
the work. 


“‘The movement was financed by a 
New York banker you all know and 
love’, he said, referring to Mr. Schiff, 
‘and soon we received a ton and a half 
of Russian revolutionary propaganda. 
At the end of the war, 50,000 Russian 
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officers and men went back to their 
country ardent revolutionists. The 
Friends of Russian Freedom had sowed 
50,000 seeds of liberty in 100 Russian 
regiments. I do not know how many 
of these officers and men were in the 
Petrograd fortress last week, but we 
do know what part the army took in 
the revolution.’ 


“Then was read a telegram from 
Jacob H. Schiff, part of which is as 
follows: ‘Will you say for me to those 
at tonight’s meeting how deeply I re- 
gret my inability to celebrate with the 
Friends of Russian Freedom the actual 
reward of what we had hoped for and

striven for these long years’. 


Jacob Schiff, of Wall Street, was of 
course the head of one of the most 
powerful international Jewish banking 
houses in the world. 


“White Russians” Busy 


There are now indications that Rus- 
sia may explode from within, at 
any time. If the people ever succeed 
in cracking the secret police, there will 
be an uprising to wipe out the handful 
of rulers and throw the Country into 
chaos. The White Russians have a 
powerful secret organization which is 
said to be working underground at a 
frantic pace in Russia. 


A recent report from White Russian 
headquarters in Harbin, Manchukuo 
announces their objectives as being: 
“(1) The freeing of the peoples of the 
Russian Nation from the Jew-Commun- 
istic stranglehold, the destruction of 
the Comintern and the Communist 
Party, (2) the institution of a Nation- 
al-laboring Russian State that would 
serve as a framework for the Russian 
Nation, (3) the universal solution of 
the Jewish problem in cooperation with 
foreign forces, thus freeing the World 
of the menace of Jewish International 
Finance (Finintern).”
